WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson announced today 
that 50 FBI agents will be per- 
manently assigned to a new of- 
fice in Mississippi . 


Johnson announced the figure 


at another of his impromptu 
news conferences, this one held 
in the Cabinet Room. 


The White House said earlier 


that additional agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
were sent to Mississippi .in the 
wake of the disappearance of 
three young civil rights work- 
ers, but it declined to say how 
many agents were in the state. 


The new FBI Mississippi of- 


fice is in Jackson, the state 
capital. It is opening today. 


On other topics during the 30- 


minute session with two dozen 
reporters, Johnson said: 


—He did not care to say 


whether he agreed with a June 
30 statement by Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, his likely Republi- 
can opponent in November, that 
no GOP candidate could defeat 
Johnson as of now.

promises, "shaves 25 cents." 


Inside the school at the end 


of two long rows of barber 
chairs here hangs another sign 
that declares: 


All work done by students 


only. 


Almost all. The student who 


was cutting my hair bore down 
a bit hard with the clippers and 
exposed some scalp above and 


he implored 


behind my ear.

quietly. Mr. Amico—the barber 
in residence—scampered over 
and in a few moments of spirit- 
ed snipping had repaired the 
damage, or so he said.

900 hours of supervised hair- 
cutting and shraving. This is a 
fact well known by the school's 
reguar customers.

With a flourish he snatched it 
rom my chest and in one mo- 
tion whirled it in a tight arc 
and snapped it, sending hair

His first strokes with the ra 


zor were high on the righ 
cheek, furtive little scrapinf 
motions. He went on and 
could hear him counting under 
his breath. 


I later learned that a person 


is shaved in 14 steps; the first 
below the right sideburn—with 
a free hand stroke—the last in 
the hollow below the lip—with a 
reverse free hand stroke. 


At step No. 13 the razor is at 


the jugular vein. It was at this 
point that I congratulated my- 
self for suffering the student's 
haircutting mistake quietly.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


Don Edwards, D-Calif., whose 
son is a civil rights worker in 
Mississippi this summer, says 
the student effort to help Ne- 
groes there is sure to continue 
year around—"It's working too 
well to let it stop." 


Edwards, who just returned 


from a tour of southwestern 
Mississippi, said there is great 
concern among students there 
about what will happen to local 
Negroes When summer is over 
and the students leavg the state. 


He said "it will have to be 


planned for. We must let it be 
established that the program is 
not going to end, that the eyes 
of the world and of the federal 
government are on the white 
people of Mississippi." 


Edwards said in an interview 


Thursday hei was "immensely 
pi'oud" of his son, Leonard, 23, 
a law student, for going to Mis- 
sissippi to try to get Negroes 
registered to vote, but was "ter- 
ribly concerned" for his safety. 


The house at Mccomb, Miss., 


in a Negro district in which Ed- 
wards and his son slept last 
Monday night was ripped the 
following night by three bombs 
thrown from the street. 


"There is a very deep distrust
